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Last Black Male Incarcerated 

Bill Cosby Arrested For Melanin Possession 


LOS ANGELES, CA—The nation’s white, upper-middle 
class citizens breathed a sigh of relief yesterday when a 
Los Angeles jury convicted funnyman Bill Cosby of mela¬ 
nin possession in excess of two grams. Cosby, a famous 
doctor and father to Theo 
and Rudy Huxtable, was 
the last black male not im¬ 
prisoned on felony posses¬ 
sion charges. 

When Congress passed 
a bill last May that added 
melanin, rhythm, and 
FUBU attire to its illegal 
substances list, many saw 
the writing on the wall for 
the remaining seventeen 
free black men in the coun¬ 
try. 

“I know I said that 
people were being thrown 
in jail for being black,” 
said Johnny Cochran, de¬ 
fense attorney and fellow 
melanin-convictee, “but at 
least I wasn’t being literal 
until they passed that damn 
bill.” 

The bill allowed law enforcement officers to begin their 
sweep for the remaining offenders. The first to fall was 
gospel-rapper-turned-gangsta-rapper-turned-gospel-rap- 
per-once-again Hammer, who was arrested for excessive 


rhythm. The ACLU finds the charge spurious at best. 

“I mean, come on, this is Hammer we’re talking about,” 
said ACLU spokesman Kevin Kinder. “The man can’t even 
decide if he’s an MC or not and we’re supposed to believe 

that the man’s together 
enough to exceed the 
rhythm limit?” 

However, while the 
ACLU prepared to defend 
Hammer, law enforce¬ 
ment struck again, arrest¬ 
ing several of the remain¬ 
ing free black men, in¬ 
cluding former Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate 
Alan Keyes. Keyes made 
a moving speech about the 
necessity of outlawing 
abortion at his sentencing. 

“Let me tell you, Keyes 
was a bitch to arrest,” said 
New York police spokes¬ 
woman Julianne Erwin. 
“He’s whiter than an al¬ 
bino sheep.” 

Cosby, like Keyes, was 
difficult to arrest, said Los Angeles police officers. “Mr. 
Huxtable has never taken illegal drugs, shows no appre-

FOX Network Cancels 5 Emmy Nominated Shows as 
Season Enters Third Week 


NEW YORK, NY—As expected, the FOX Television 
network announced today the cancellation of five criti¬ 
cally acclaimed and widely popular television shows as 
the fall season entered its third week. 

“This is a typical move for FOX,” said television ana¬ 
lyst John Morrison. “The network traditionally abandons 
its wildly successful shows after five or six episodes have 
been aired. It seems to be FOX’s strategy to develop a 
wide fan base and garner critical applause for shows be¬ 
fore killing them to alienate its viewers and advertisers.” 

“Rupert Murdoch apparently likes pulling our chains,” 
said Morrison. “The fucker’s far too rich for his own 
good.” 

FOX Director of Programming Jessica Simpson dis¬ 
agrees. “Usually, we start the season with well written, 
skillfully produced shows,” she said. But, traditionally, 
the only viewers that watch year round are young people. 
And what do young people like? Our research says worth¬ 
less crap and pretty outfits—that’s why we bought the 
Spelling family from Satan years ago.” 

Among the shows cancelled for two-hour blocks of 
When BLANK Attacks ROMAN NUMERAL were two dra¬ 
mas, a comedy, and two programs still in development. 
“The numbers didn’t seem to go very well,” said Simpson. 
“We put our three best shows geared towards men aged 
18-40 on Monday nights from 9 to 11 and for some rea¬ 
son nobody was watching. Next, we placed two hospital 
dramas on Thursdays from 10-1 lpm and that didn’t take 
either. All of the shows we cancelled brought low ratings, 


so we pulled them.” 

Though many concede these new series didn’t perform 
well, industry analysts attribute this to the fact that FOX 
only aired a few episodes and cancelled them before look¬ 
ing at the fact the shows were well-received. FOX execu¬ 
tives don’t agree. “We stand by our programming deci¬ 
sions,” reiterated Simpson. “We keep the shows that are 
good, and scrap those that don’t yield instant results. That’s 
always been the case. Except for Herman’s Head , I’ll per¬ 
sonally take the heat for that. But that’s it.” 

Last year, the network cancelled Action, a show TV 
Guide called “well written and provocative” and later 
pulled their astonishing teen docudrama American High 
after only two episodes. Other FOX abortions include the 
Emmy-winning Ben Stiller Show ; the Golden Globe-nomi¬ 
nated Party of Five, Profit , The PJ’s, Parker Lewis Can’t 
Lose, and The Critic. 

The new shows this season were pulled in favor of a 
variety of replacements, including a game show titled 
Where Are My Panties? 

“We’re really excited about that one,” said Simpson. 
“It’s a half hour program where amateur models compete 
half-naked, solving simple riddles and word puzzles, in 
the hopes of winning cash, prizes, and the respect of their 
peers. It’s perfect for us. We’re also working on a con¬ 
tract with Major League Baseball to broadcast animated 
versions of their games next season. We’ve already got 
Louie Anderson to voice David Wells.”

Palestinians, Israelis Get Inexplicable 
Feeling of Deja Vu During Mideast 
Violence 

GAZA STRIP, ISRAEL—As the violence between Pales¬ 
tinians and Israelis entered its fourth week yesterday, some 
participants in the violence reported being struck with 
strange feelings of deja vu. Deja vu, a feeling of strange 
familiarity with a scene, usually has an easily explainable 
cause, but this case has experts baffled. 

“There appears to be no reason that these fighters should 
be reminded of anything at all,” said University psychol¬ 
ogy professor Sarah James. “We’re normally on top of 
these things, but in this case, we’re stumped.” 

Third-generation Palestinian rock-thrower Yusef 
Hamed is also puzzled. “I threw a rock yesterday that hit 
an Israeli on the head,” he said, “and I thought it seemed 
somehow familiar. But that’s ridiculous, I mean, the vio¬ 
lence has only been going on a few weeks.” 

Observers say that lack of experience is a primary rea¬ 
son that the violence has lasted this long. “Ehud Barak 
and his advisors are clueless as to what they should do in 
such a situation,” said CNN political analyst Jordie Coo¬ 
per. “If only they had some previous incident they could 
use to evaluate what should be done. But where would 
they find such a comparable event?” 

The Israeli-Palestinan fighting, apparently the first on 
record for quite some time, might be a precursor to further 
violence in the West Bank region. "I can see how fighting 
in this region might continue," said Hamed. "Jews and 
Arabs don't really get along, so having a small Jewish coun¬ 
try completely surrounded by large, antagonistic Arab 
nations might pose a problem. Especially if they hate each 
other, which they do." 

Barak’s inexperience may explain his many ridiculous, 
failed attempts to end the conflict, like his “Rocks For 
Cash Day,” modeled after U.S. cities’ “Guns for Cash” 
exchange programs, and his pledge to give every Pales¬ 
tinian forty acres of land and a mule.

ciable ability to beat-box, and wears ugly knit sweaters 
that, while they often have the words Thug Life’ embroi¬ 
dered upon them, are not yet illegal,” said LAPD officer 
Randy Furhman. “Thankfully for the community, he was 
illegally pigmented.” 

Some have expressed concern, however, that there may 
still be some free black men prowling outside their pent¬ 
houses. “Gary Coleman and Michael Jackson are still free,” 
said Bush running mate Dick Cheney at a Republican 
fundraiser.

on this gray Sonoma pullover? It’s 100% cotton but 60% 
off just because it was made by starving children in Gua¬ 
temala.

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Olympic Athletes Prepare to Return to America, Obscurity 



SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA—As the United States finishes 
celebrating its many gold medal victories at this year’s 
Summer Games held in Sydney, Australia, triumphant 
participants are preparing for return to their training camps 
and utter anonymity for another four years. 

“I’m enthralled with all the love I’m receiving,” said 
wrestler Rulon Gardner, the man who did the unthink¬ 
able by snapping the 13-year unbeaten streak of Rus¬ 
sian Alexander Karelin. “I can’t wait to return to 
America where, as one of the strongest humans on the 
planet, no endorsements will be waiting for me, and 
my merits as a phenomenal athlete will go unnoticed.” 

Jenny Thompson, who has won a total of 10 Olym¬ 
pic medals, shares Gardner’s sentiment. “Here in 
Sydney everyone’s been asking for my autograph,” she 
said, “but when I get back home, I’ll only be signing 
credit card bills.” 

Unlike Europe and the rest of the world, the United 
States does not revere track or other non-mainstream 
athletes like they do basketball and football stars. Some 
attribute this lack of interest to the fact there isn’t an 
ingrained adversarial element to many of the events, 
while others feel those contests aren’t “real sports” since 
their participants don’t get arrested or do anything spec¬ 
tacular. 

“If only they could hit a stationary ball with a stick 
like Tiger Woods does,” said Waylon Jones of Killdeer, 
Missouri. “Maybe then they’d interesting enough for me 
to buy their products.” 


Sports analyst John Mason says Americans desire more 
obvious conflict. “Perhaps if in some track events athletes 
were to run away from something like, say, a rabid dog or 
a steroid tester the sport would be more interesting,” he 
said. “I think Americans are just blase about running 100

meters. Of course we’re good at it. We run factories, ma¬ 
jor corporations, and bomb many of the competing na¬ 
tions. A hundred meters is just not a big deal.” 


Although a handful of Olympic medalists are occasion¬ 
ally featured in commercials, these spots only air for about 
two months after the games. Soon after the torch is extin¬ 
guished, so are the endorsement contracts. 

“Nobody really cares about these stars between 
Olympics,” said adcritic.com editor Tom Young. “For 
these four year periods their best chances at recogni¬ 
tion stem from drunken violence, spousal abuse, and 
guest appearances on the Martin Short show.” 

Marion Jones, who took home five medals from 
Sydney, is disappointed by the situation. “We work just 
as hard as other, more popular athletes. Why am I ob¬ 
scure, people? I run in a circle really, really fast. My 
husband throws a bowling ball. Isn’t that exciting 
enough for you?” 

Despite the lack of fame and wealth bestowed on 
Olympians, “stars” such as Maurice Greene, Gail 
Devers, and Jones plan on arriving home soon, where 
they will devote the next three years of their lives run¬ 
ning, lifting weights, and eating specialized diets so 
that they can reduce their 100 meter times by seven 
hundredths of a second, all for their next 15 minutes of 
fame. 

“I can’t wait for my next 15 minutes,” said Greene. 
“Last time I wasted half of it just because I was eating 
a sandwich. I’d hate to see that happen again. That’s 
why I’m telling the guys to fill up before the race.”

himself in his room and sobbed for the rest 
of the day,” said Engineering senior 
Michael Allen. “And he came back last 
week from a cross country invitational that 
we finished third at and threw his computer 
monitor through his bedroom window. 

“Frankly, he scared the shit out of me,” 
he added. 

William C. Martin, current University 
of Michigan athletic director, stated in a 
press release yesterday evening: “We truly 
are saddened by the horrifying events that 
transpired earlier today. We can only thank 
our lucky stars that this tragedy did not take 
place at a basketball or football game. I 
mean, seriously, I know you can’t value one 
person’s life over another’s and all that, but, 
geez, we’re in a real bind here financially.

movies shown at Con Ja Nai, but 
Kyodaiken thinks they perform a public 
service. “Our movies stimulate interest in 
cultural exchange,” he said. “We’ve had a 
lot of students inquiring about study abroad 
programs after seeing the shows. Usually, 
they also ask about the android lesbian 
mermaids with dual processing vaginas, but 
that comes with the territory.” 

The complaints lodged against the fes¬ 
tival may grow more vocal this year, as this 
is the first year it will contain explicit adult- 
oriented animation. The first of these con¬ 
troversial films will be The Naughty Ten¬ 
tacle.

All are being shown with 
their original Japanese dialogue and En¬ 
glish subtitles, but, in a first for the festi¬ 
val, the organization will also screen the 
English version of the rare hentai film 
Cherry Blossom Kiss Bang Bang Rice Don¬ 
key Robot Fuck.
